Wae are gratified st the informa-
tion that we were in error on this point, that
the monnment is in course of construstion,
and that it s likely to prove a oredit to tha
olty as a work of art. We have not deiired to
oonvey the idea that we are opposel to monu-
ments, but we think that they are too often
oommenoced unadvisedly by afew persons, who
fail to receive the support and encouragement
of the community at large, for the simple
reason that there is no general interest in auch
enterprises. No more appropriate ornaments
for our public gronnds and edifices can be
found than monuments to the great men of
the nation or State, provided that they have
genuine artistio merit to commend them. It
too often happens, however, as in the
case of the Washington National Monu-
ment, that such atruetures ars o0m-
menced in haste, without connting the
coat, their projectors forgetting the
important fact that others are mot a3 en-
thusiastio aa themselves. With regard to the
Lincoln monument in this oity, we are only
solicitous that it shall, for the eredit of Phila-
delphia, be put up within a reasonable time,
and that, when completed, it shall be sach a
tribute to & great man's memory as we need
not be ashamed of. The gentlemen who have
